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Town Manager presents new budget proposal

WILMINGTON - “I can state 
with confidence that the town is 
in its strongest financial position 
in decades.” 

The quote above comes from a 
man who ought to know. On the 
night of Monday, January 24 
Town Manager Michael A. Caira 
stood before the Board of 
Selectmen and presented to them 
his tenth annual budget proposal. 

“Ten years ago we were mired 
in an economic downturn that

had a profound effect on munici- 
palities throughout the country,” 
Caira told the board and an audi 
ence that included members of 
the School Committee and 
Finance Committee. “Tough 
choices mandated painful budget 
cuts and a needed re-examination 
of how local government did busi- 


ness. In Wilmington, we 
embraced the struggle and 
turned the challenge into an 
opportunity.” 

Last November, the 


Department of Revenue informed 


the Town of Wilmington that the 
amount of available funds and 
free cash at the start of the cur- 
rent fiscal year stood at approxi- 
mately $3.7 million. This is a 
startling increase of approxi- 
mately $1,250,000 over last year's 
level of free cash. (As defined in 
Caira's report, “free cash” is a 
standard measurement of a com- 
munity’s financial condition.) In 
the early 1990s, the Town was 
reporting a negative standing of 
free cash of $1.5 million 

Calling his Fiscal Year 2001 


budget one of “hope and promise 
and progress,” Caira began to 
outline his proposals to the board 
and to the audience. Following 
are some of the projects in 
Caira's budget that he would like 
to see come to fruition. 

(1) Replace the 24 lights at the 
Wilmington High School tennis 
courts with more energy-efficient 
lights. The current lights are 
used often and are set to a timer 
that shuts them down at eleven at 
night. These replacement lights 
would be expected to last longer 


and use less electricity. ESTI- 
MATED COST: $6,000 

(2) Install an irrigation sprin- 
kler system for the playing fields 
at the North Intermediate School 
Problem areas in the fields will 
be repaired to improve drainage 
and to allow for better turf 
growth ESTIMATED COST: 
$18,000 

(3) Build a new playground at 
Rotary Park, This proposed play- 
ground will replace the one that 
was lost as a result of the con- 
struction that has been taking 


place for the new public safety 
building. Included in the design 
of the new playground would be 
landscaping, bedding material, 
access ways, and fencing 1 
MATED COST: $30,000 

(4) Install four overhead 
lights at the Wilmington High 
School football field. These four 
lights would be built on galva. 
nized steel light poles with pre 
cast concrete bases. A control 
panel for the lights will also be 
included in this project. ESTI

CAIRA CONTINUES. 


On Monday night the Board of Selectmen 
voted unanimously to renew the contract of Town Manager Michael

WILMINGTON - Shortly after Town Manager 
Michael Caira presented his 2001 budget and stated 
that Wilmington “is in its strongest financial posi- 
tion in decades,” the Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously on Monday night to renew his con- 
tract. 

Caira has been Town Manager for Wilmington 
since 1990 when he replaced outgoing manager 
Reginald “Buzz” Stapezynski. His current contract 
is set to expire on June 30, 2000. 

According to the Agreement between the Town of 
Wilmington and Caira, his contract “may be 
renewed and/or extended in increments of three 
years by the mutual agreement of both parties on or 
after July 1, 1999.” It was further stated in the 
Agreement that “a written notice be given to the 
Town Manager by March 3, 2000 if the Town does not 
intend to renew the Manager's contract.” 

Minutes after securing Caira’s contract renewal, 
Chairman Bob Cain appointed fellow selectmen 
Michael Newhouse and Daniel Wandell to form a 
subcommittee that will work closely with the Town 
Manager to negotiate the terms of the agreement. 
Most prominent on their agenda will be the topic of 
a raise in salary for Caira. Currently, Caira earns 


Selectman Michael McCoy. “This is the third time 
that I have voted to reappoint him.” 

“He is fiscally sound and fiscally conservative, 
and that reflects the board,” McCoy elaborates, “He 
understands the need to save money for a rainy day. 
As a result of the Board and Caira, the economy is 
good, people are working, and Wilmington is a 
desirable place to live. That’s the bottom line.” 

“He does an excellent job,” Selectman Daniel 
Wandell says of Caira. “When he started out as 
Town Manager we had negative cash in the amount 
of $1.5 million, and now we have $3 million in free 
cash. He took the town from a negative position to 
a positive one.” 

“He has an ability to get along with everyone,” 
continues Wandell. “He’s a people-person. He has 
a great relationship with the schools and the school 
committee. Everything goes smoothly with him.” 

Wandell attributes “mutual respect” to the easy, 
successful rapport that Caira and the Board of 
Selectmen enjoy with one another. 

“I believe we've established an honest relation- 
ship with one another,” Caira answered in a phone 
interview when asked what also makes the rapport 
effective. “I think it is very important to fully dis- 
close with the board everything that is going on in

Beverly Loiacono cared for a 
woman and her 3 year old grand- 
daughter, before they were trans- 
ported to the hospital. Another 
victim required more care. He 
had suffered severe head injuries. 
The other four (all nurses) 
attempted to stop his bleeding 
and when he stopped breathing 
they removed him from the car 
and began CPR. Even after the 
paramedics and ambulance 
arrived they continued to work as 
a team with them. Tragically the 


46 year old man did not survive 
his head injuries. 

Joining in the praise of these 
heroic individuals was 
Wilmington’s Deputy Police 
Chief, Bernard Nally. He said, 
“Each one of the responders 
acted professionally and in a 
manner that they can be proud of. 
Unfortunately the victim died, 
but if a person's life were to be 
saved, this was the best opportu- 
nity a victim could have. As we 
all know, the speed of life saving 
treatment is often the determin- 
ing factor in the successful 
preservation of life.” He also had 
commendation for Dawn 
Richardson of Armstrong 
Ambulance Service who also 
assisted in the rescue.

Analog Devices given OK to cleanup property 


WILMINGTON Analog 
Devices received approval from 
the Conservation Commission to 
clean up their 820 Woburn Street 
property. 

At the last hearing with the 
Commission, it was decided that 
a site visit was necessary. Five of 
the Commission’s members and 
Assistant Director of Planning 
John Keeley toured the site for 
evaluation. “The entire site has 
been heavily altered in the past,”

This letter is written in response 
to the “Chronicle” program last 
evening on Channel 5, with Mary 
Richardson, concerning the pine

My father was buried there, as a 
pauper, in 1933, which left me an 
orphan along with my sister and 
brother; ages 14, 13 and 12. (I am 
the youngest). This i.. my story 

The four of us lived on the Shaw 
Farm in Goshen, Mass., where fa 
ther was a farmer, His name was 
Alfred Napoleon Joyal, born in 
Chicopee, MA on November 28, 1872 
He died at the Tewksbury Hospital 
December 24, 1933, at the a 

When my father became 
with a double hernia, the 
men of the Town of Goshen decided 
to get him to a hospital, which was 
in Pittsfield, MA. He had one opera 
tion there, but because he had no 
money at all, he was ed to 
Tewksbury State Hospital. At that 
time, it was not only for mental 
patients, but also for those who 
could not pay their bills. My father 
was in that category 

We three children were sepa 
rated an found nice homes with 
folks whom we had never met be- 
fore. My father had left us each 5e, 
which was all that he had left, but

the Selectmen handed it to us, with 
my father's love 

At Tewksbury, he had another 
operation which he survived. Then, 
on Christmas Day, 1933, my guard- 
ian received a phone call from the 
selectmen telling us that my father 
had died very suddenly. No further 
explanation. His last letter to me 
indicated that he was feeling fine 
and due to be discharged from the 
hospital ina short time, and that we 
would all be together again on a 
farm somewhere. The prayers that 
I had said each night were not 
answered, and so my faith in God 
was gone for a long time. At 12 
years old, I really had no one to talk 
to, so would take a walk in the 
woods an sit by a brook and wonder 
what was ahead for me. Being an 
orphan can really be rough! 

Somehow I did grow up, with a 
wonderful couple to care for me. 
Again, my prayers to be adopted 
were not fulfilled 

In 1947°1 married a wonderful 
fellow and our first trip away from 
our New Hampshire home was to 
visit my father's grave in 
Tewksbury. Since the so-called cem- 
etery is hidden among the pine 
trees, we had to stop at the hospital 
to find out where it was. The only 
information we could get about my

father was that he had died from a 
rbuncle on the back of his neck. I 
me it would now be called “can- 
r.”

Dear Friends 

Down through the ages 
Tewkesbury has been famous for 
many things: the great Abbey 
Church, its twin rive the 
penultimate battle (1471) in the 
Wars of the Roses and a siege in the 
English Civil War of the 1640's 
However, I would like to draw your 
attention to an item that has, like 
the battles between the Houses of 
York and Lancaster, found its way 
into the works of William 
Shakespeare. 

The item in question being 
Tewkesbury Mustard and for those 
of you who possess the complete 
works of Shakespeare confirmation 
may be found in the following play 
- Henry IV part two Act two and 
Scene four where Falstaff says “He's 
as thick as Tewkesbury mustard.” 
Thick in this contest meaning stu- 
pid or foolish. Also in a notable 
book of the same era called the 
Worthies of England the author, 
Fuller, states “when speaking of 
mustard the best in all England (to 
take no larger compass) is made in 
Tewkesbury. It is very wholesome 
moderately taken. It is generally 
used in England.” Later, in 1732, a 
proverb was recorded as being “he 
is as sharp as if he lived on 


Tewkesbury mustard. The old 
manufacturing base for our famed 
mustard was in St. Mary’s Lane 
and indeed the old mustard house 
still stands, but is now a private 
residence. 

In 1975 a company in 
Hertfordshire (Elsenham’s) took 
over the actual production to coin- 
cide with the Tricentenial year of 
William Shakespeare as at that time 
there was not any Tewkesbury 
mustard being made at all. We are 
pleased to note that the original 
recipe is still being adhered to. As 
to the taste of this local delicacy I 
am unable to tell you because, 
frankly I do not eat mustard in any 
form. All is not lost because my 
wife, Linda does like it and did a 
taste test for me at our evening 
meal the other evening. Tewkesbury 
mustard is different to the usual 
English mustard that is normally 
on our dinner table in that it con- 
tains horseradish which gives it a 
unique flavour and one that you will 
like more if are already a fan of 
horseradish, which I am! People 
normally associate mustard with 
beef and ham, but I tend to eat it 
with everything - including cheese 
sandwiches. 

So, there you have it, Linda’s 


considered opinion on Tewkesbury 
mustard. I was amazed to find that 
there are mustard World Champi- 
onships held in California’s Napa 
Valley and I am pleased to report 
that two years ago our local deli- 
cacy was voted the Best in the 
World and awarded a Gold Medal 
By the way, Linda’s source of

If my brother, sister, or I 
had not been children at the time 
my father died, he would never 
have been buried in a State cem- 
etery. Yes, hewas taken away from 
us, but he has never been forgotten! 

I want to thank you, Mr. Sears, 
and also “Chronicle,” for taking the 
time to bring the attention of the 
cemetery to so many of us, and I 
hope I have helped you all with 
research of at least one of the pa- 
tients. Where do we go from here?

Town working to 
improve Ipswich River water 


WILMINGTON - 
northeastern Massachusetts, 
Wilmington, Reading, —_No. 
Reading and Burlington, have 
recently embarked on a project 
intended to improve the health of 
the Ipswich River. The Planning 
for Growth in the Upper Ipswich 
Watershed project will develop 
coordinated growth management 
policies designed to protect the 
valuable natural resources of the 
region while facilitating econom 
ic and residential development. 
Planners Collaborative Inc. has 
been hired to assist with the 
Planning and Growth project 
The Planning for Growth project 
will occur in conjunction with an 
effort to prepare a new 
Wilmington Master Plan (the last 
Master Plan was prepared in 
1970). A 24 member Master Plan 
Committee is working with 
Planners Collaborative to address 
a wide range of issues, including 
open space, traffic, land use, eco- 
nomic development, zoning, natu- 
ral resources, and water supply. 
The conjunction of the Planning 
for Growth and Master Plan pro- 
jects will facilitate Wilmington’s 
efforts to utilize the most modern 
planning tools, to ensure that its 
growth management policies are 
coordinated with its neighbors, 
and to target appropriate actions 
to protect its water supply.

The Planning for Growth project 
will incorporate multiple compo- 
nents: a review of existing plan- 
ning policies; a review of infor- 
mation about watershed condi 
tions; an analysis of a watershed 
model under development by the 
U.S. Geological Survey; and an 
evaluation of alternative tech- 
nologies for management of 
stormwater and wastewater. The 
end product will be a Tools for 
Growth Management Report that 
will outline specific actions towns 
can take to manage growth, mini- 
mize environmental impacts, and 
protect water supplies and other 
natural resources. This report 
may include model bylaws, alter- 
natives for wastewater manage- 
ment, and recommendations for 
regional consistency in growth 
management policies. Many of 
these tools may be incorporated 
into the Wilmington Master Plan 
Public participation will be a key 
component of both the Planning 
for Growth and the Master Plan 
projects. A Wilmington Visioning 
Workshop will be held Thursday, 
February 10 in the Town Hall at 
121 Glen Road from 7 to 9:30 p.m. 
At this workshop, interactive dis- 
cussions will help Wilmington 
residents express values and 
goals regarding Wilmington, the 
Ipswich River, and regional 
growth management.

I would like to make a few 
suggestions to the Tewksbury 
High ice hockey team if [could 

Perhaps my following sug 
gestions have already been told 
a hundred times by Bob Ware 
and his coaching staff, or per 
haps they haven't been told at 
all. On Saturday, I watched the 
team for the fourth time this 
season and in those four games 
they are 0-2-2. Maybe I am bad 
luck, since their record when I 
am not there ts 4-2-1 

Acton-Boxboro (5-6-0) is a 
team the Redmen have lost two 
twice, and they are not a better 
team than Tewksbury (44-3) 
It's clear as day on the ice that 
Tewksbury 1s better I've 
watched both losses, 2-0, and, 
Saturday's 5-1 loss, and in both 
games ‘Tewksbury outshot AB, 
but didn't finishoff their chances 
while AB did 

Here's my suggestions of how 
they can improve 

1). Stop trying to appear on 
"SportsCenter" with every 
goal: It seems that Tewksbury 
always tries to make the perfect 
pass and the perfect shot for 
some highlight reel. They'll try 
some fancy moves, or give an 
extra pass when they don't have 
to. Shoot the puck! 

2). Percentages of shots: On 
Saturday, Tewksbury outshot 
AB, 32-18, and lost 5-1. Of their 
32 shots, eleven of them came 
from defenseman Scott Favreau 
and five more came from 
Favreau's partner, Steve Davos. 
Now that says afew things right 
there. For one, it says that 
opponents don't cover the points 
and Favreau and Davos have a 
field day, while it also says that 
the two defenseman get their 
shots on net 

Secondly, it says that 50 per- 


cent of the team's shots came § 


from the opponents blue line, 
meaning half of the team's shots 
were from outside and not down 
low. Sometimes that's good, 
but most of the time not. It's 
good that the defensemen are in 
the offensive play, and since 
they have so many shots on net, 
why not get a big body in front 
of the net for screens and re- 
bounds? That wasn't seen on 
Saturday. I know Tewksbury 
isn't blessed with size, but espe- 
cially on the power play put the 
biggest guy in front of the net. 
How do you think Cam Neely 
became a 50-goal scorer each 
‘year? Because he sat in front of 
the net getting rebounds off of 
Ray Bourque's slap shots from 
the blue line 

3). When shooting the puck: 
If anyone went to Saturday's 
game, they noticed a few things: 
A). Acton-Boxboro goaltender 
Jon Ravesi went down on every 
shot; and B), Tewksbury shot 
everything down low. I think 
Ravesi made two glove saves 
all night. 


Guys, look when you shoot, 
pick up your head and you'll 
notice that you could have 
scored all night if you went high 
Ravesi is a big kid, but every 
time a Tewksbury stick moved 
he sprawled to the ice looking 
like Pete Rose sliding head first 
into third base. 

4). Shoot from anywhere: | 
remember I was told the same 
advice when I was a freshman 
on the Wilmington JV hockey 
team_on the way to a game. 
That game, I scored a goal from 
behind the opponents' net, as 
the puck banked off the goalie's 
skate. You never know what 
can happen when you unleash a 


shot 

In the four games I've seen 
Tewksbury has outshot its op- 
ponents each time (a combined 
107 to 44) and have four goals 
and no victories to show for it 
That might seem strange that 
I'm saying to shoot from any 
where since they have outshot 
opponents in all four games, but 
in each game I go to, there are 
so many other chances which 
they don't even get a shot off 

On Saturday, every time 
Tewksbury was on a break of 
some kind, or skated in from 
either corner with the puck, the 
Acton-Boxboro defenseman slid 
on his feet to break up a low 
shot, or break up a pass to the 
middle of the net. That hap- 
pened about five or six times 
and Tewksbury never got a shot 
off. If you're walking out of the 
corner with the puck and you 
have a defenseman in front of 
you and a teammate out in front 
of the net, you don't necessarily 
have the best angle to shoot. So 
a lot of the times those players 
with the puck can't decide what 
to do and the defenseman sees 
that and slides to his belly to 
break up either of your two op 
tions 

One suggestion from me is if 
you're at that tough angle, throw 
a quick wrist shot high off the 
goalie's pads. That way a re 
bound will most likely go back 
towards the middle of the ice 
and your teammate is there to 
pick up the loose garbage. If the 
defenseman goes down on his 
belly, he most likely won't be 
able to block the shot; and if the 
rebound comes out to the middle, 
that defenseman won't be able 
to get back on his feet to play 
your teammate, not to mention 
that most goalies will be out of 
position. 

5). Wrist shots: Every high 
school kid loves to show off his 
slap shot. Heck, I did. That's all 
I wanted to do. You wanted to 
show all of the girls inthe stands 
how hard you can shoot. 

Almost every time I took a 
slap shot, I wanted it to go 100 
miles per hour, therefore I'd 
have this huge wind-up. When I 
did that, it took way too long to 
get the shot off and most of the 
time a defender was there to 
scoff the puck away. Since I 
was concentrating so hard to 
put the shot through the goalie's 
body, my follow through was so 
high that several of my shots 
wouldn't come close of hitting 
the net (twice in one game [ hit 
the American Flag at the 
Ristuccia Center in Wilming- 
ton) 

Awrist shot is much easier to 
shoot. You have much better 
control of it, it goes on net more 
and you get a lot more rebounds 
from it. And, a goalie has more 
time to react to a slap shot from 
outside, and not so long to react 
from a wi shot from inside. 
On a slap shot from the point, 
the goalie has his angle down 
pat, and sometimes on a wrist 
shot, the goalie doesn't know if 
you're going low, high or which- 
ever way. He also might be a 
tad bit off on his angle. Ona 
slap shot, he has a longer time 
toreact. Very rarely do you see 
a slap shot from the point go 
directly past the goalie in high 
school.

OK I'm done trying to be the 
coach of the Tewksbury High 
hockey team, but in watching 
the four games that I have, I've 
noticed the same things happen 
over and over. Perhaps, my 
words can help.

Before the 1970s children suf- 
fering burns over one third or 
more of their bodies rarely sur- 
vived. The few who did not die 
during the first few days after 
being injured often died from 
massive infection in the weeks 
following the burn. Today, 
thanks to quantum leaps in med- 
ical treatment and research, it 
is possible to save the lives of 
children with burns covering 
more than 90 percent of their 
body surface. 

Although patients with such 
enormous burns can now be 
saved, the wisdom of doing so 
has posed many health policy 
and ethical questions.

Optimal care of a 
severely burned child requires

sive burns will have major cos- 
metic and functional impair- 
ment that can never be com- 
pletely corrected,” says Dr. 
Robert Sheridan, assistant chief 
of staff at Shriners and the 
study's lead author. “However, 
our data show that treatment of 
severely burned children is not 
necessarily followéd by a poor 
quality of life. In fact, we have 
found that, if three important 
factors are present, a functional 
family, early return to pre-burn 
activities, and consistent follow- 
up in a specialized burn clinic, a 
favorable quality of life can be 
expected for the majority of 
children who suffer massive 
burns.” 

To conduct the study, every 
child who survived a burn in 
excess of 70 percent of their 
body surface and discharged 
from the Shriners Burns 
Hospital in Boston between 
January 1, 1969 and December 
31, 1992 (or their family) was 
contacted. Using a widely 
accepted research question- 
naire, eight quality of life indi- 
cators were examined: general 
health, physical functioning, 
social functioning, physical limi- 
tations, emotional limitations, 
mental health, energy and vital- 
ity and bodily pain.

Winter is the best time 
for laser hair removal

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have a tan and our hair is not 
lightened by the sun. This 
makes for great results in laser 
hair removal.
